Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Due to continuous and heavy rains and floods over a week 
commencing from 5th July, 1968, all the communications in 
the Union Territory of Tripura were completely disrupted. 
Late in the evening of 9th July, 1968, intimation was receiv- 
ed that the wireless sets at border outposts Samrupar and 
Rangna had gone off the air and were no more in communi- 
cation with Battalion Headquarters. Shri S. A. Crowther 
was detailed to proceed to the border outposts to repair the 
wireless sets and restore communications. vShri Crowther 
proceeded to the border outposts early in the morning of 10th 
July, 1968 and after braving through unending rain, and 
covering a distance of 230 Kms., he reached the Rangna 
Outpost on 11th July, 1968, repaired the radio sets and 
restored communications with the Battalion Headquarters. 
Thereafter, he proceeded to the border outposts at Samrupar 
at about 1200 hours on the 12th July, 1968. As all the 
roads had been breached at several places he could reach a 
spot about 5 Kms. short of his destination where he aban 
doned the vehicle and proceeded to wade through flooded 
rivers, rivulets on foot in disregard of the danger to his life. 
When he had nearly reached the border outpost, th e Assis- 
tant Radio Operator who was leading Shri Crowther with a 
long bamboo in his hand to check the depth of water, tripped 
into deep water. He soon came up and raised desperate 
cries for help, (n utter disregard of his safety, Shri 
Crowther rushed forward to save his comrade, but due to 
very strong current and deep turbulent water he was swept 
oil his feet and drowned. His body could be traced only on 
the fourth day. 

Shri S. A. Crowther displayed great determination, extra- 
ordinary professional skill and exemplary courage, laying 
down his life in the discharge of his duty and in his attempt 
to save the life of his colleague, 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the )2th July, 1968,

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India, 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of th© following 
categories : — 

( i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948. and have ordina- 
rily been residing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth dav of July, 1948. aqd have got 
themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

( iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India lx? fore the 
commencement of the Constitution, viz-, 26th 
January, 1950 and who have continued in such 
service since then without a break.

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain- 
ed the age of 20 vears and must not have attained the age 
of 25 yean on the 1st August, 1971 i.e., he must have hecn 
Horn not earlier (han 2nd August, 1946, and not later than 
1st August, 1951.

(vii) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the Uniled Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(ix) Up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) Up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in, operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of. This concession will not, however, be admis- 
sible to a candidate who has already appeared at 
five previous examinations; 

(xi) Up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of, who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes, This concession will not, how- 
ever, be admissible to a candidate who has already 
appeared at ten previous examinations; and 

(xii) Up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu. 

N.B. (i),— For the purposes of this Rule, a candidate 
shall be deemed to have competed at the examinalion once 
for all Ihe posts ordinarily covered by the examination, if 
he competes for any one or more of the posts. 

A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the 
examinalion, if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 
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N.B. ( ii) . — The candidature of a person who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned at 
(b) above is liable to be cancelled, if, after submitting his 
application, he resigns from .Service, or his services are 
terminated by his department, either before or after taking 
the examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible, 
if he is retrenched from the Service or post after submitting 
his application. 

A candidate who, after submitting his application to his 
department is transferred to other department/ office will be 
eligible to compete under departmental age concession for 
the post, for which he would have been eligible but for his 
transfer, provided his application has been forwarded by his 
patent department.

(i) Principles and Applications of Electrical Engi- 
neering (in accordance with the syllabus pi es- 
cribed in Section A of Post-1959 Scheme); 

(ii) Mathematics II (in accordance with the syllabus 
prescribed in Section B of Post- 1959 Scheme); 

(2) thal the candidates conerned should produce a cer- 
tificate from the Institution of Electronics and Radio 
Engineers, London, in fulfilment of the condition 
prescribed at (1) above. 

Note 1. — Ln exceptional cases the Commission may treat 
a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications prescribed 
in this rule, as educationally qualified, provided that he has 
passed examinations conducted by other institutions, the 
standard of which in the opinion .of the Commission, justifies 
his admission to the examination. 

Note 2. — A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination, but has not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination, A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply, provided that the qualifying examination is com- 
pleted before the commencement of this examination. Such 
candidates will he admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of 
having passed the examination as soon as possible, and in 
any case not lnler than two months after the commencement 
of this examination. 


Note 3. — A candidate, who is otherwise qualified but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign University which is not 
recognised by Government, may also apply to the Commis- 
sion and may be admitted to the examination at the discre- 
tion of the Commission. 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission’s Notice. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or a temporary capacity, must obtain prior 
permission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination. 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

10. No candidate will be admittd to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

11. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improver means for obtaining admission to 
die examination or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period; — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

13. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may be fixed by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion shall be summoned by them for an 
interview for a personality test. 

14. After the examination the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified bv the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to Ihe number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any post, 
is declared by them to be suitable for appointment thereto 
with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of adminis- 
tration, shall be recommended for appointment to vacancies 
reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be, in that post. 

15. Tire form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in (heir descrction and the Commission 
will pot enter into correspondence with them regarding tfie 
result. 

16. Due consideration will be given, at tht time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the pre- 
ferences expressed by a candidate for various posts, at the 
time of his application. 

17. Success in the examination confers no right to 
appointment, unless Government are satified after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate is 
suitable in all respects for appointment to the public service. 

18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of his duties as an officer of the service, A 
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candidate who after such physical examination os Govern- 
ment or the appointing authority, as the case may he, may 
prescribe is found not to satisfy those requirements will not 
lie appointed. All candidates who are declared qualified for 
the Personality Test will be physically examined at the place 
where they are summoned for interview, either immediately 
before or after the interview. Candidates will Tiavc to pay 
a fee of Rs. 16.00 to the Medical Board. The fact that a 
candidate has been physically examined will not n\can or 
imply that he will be considered for appointment. 

In order to prevent disappointment candidates arc advised 
to have themselves examined by Government Medical Officer 
of the standing of a Civil Surgeon before applying for admis- 
sion to the examination. Particulars of the nature of the 
medical test to which candidates will be subjected before 
appointment to Gazetted posts and of the standards required 
are given in Appendix II. For the disabled ex-Defence. Ser- 
vices personnel, the standards will be relaxed consistent with 
the requirements of each post. 

19. No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable io such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there ate other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

20. Brief particulars relating to the posts to which recruit- 
ment is being mpdo through this examination arc stated in 
Appendix III.

APPENDIX |l 

REGULATIONS REI A I ING TO THE PHYSICAL EXAMI- 
NATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These j emulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain ihe pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
1'he regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to 
the. medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations, can- 
not be declared lit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to the 
norms laid down ir> these regulations, it would be permissible 
for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
he admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. Tt should, however, be clearly understood that the Gov- 
ernment of India, reserve to themselves, absolute discretion 
to reject or accept any candidate after considering the report 
of the Medical Board], 

1. To he passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
he in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of (he duties of his appointment. 

2. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, if is left to Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the cnndidales. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared lit or not fit by the Board. 

(b) However, for certain services the minimum standards 
for height and chest girth without which candidates cannot 
he accepted are as follows : —

measurements, fractions of less than half a ccnti- 
metie should not he noted. 

/V .». — t he height and chest ol the candidate should he 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5 . The candidate will also be weighed and liis weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of half a kilogram should 
not be noted. 

0. (a) The candidate's eye-sight will be tested in accord- 
ance with the following rules. The result of each test will 
be recorded. 

(h) There shall he no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
hut the naked eye vision ol the candidates shall, however, 
he recorded by the Medical Hoard or other medical authority, 
in every ca-c. as it' will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye.

(d) In every case of mvopia. fundus examination should 
he carried out and the results recorded, in the event of 
pathological condition being present which is likely to he 
progressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should he declared unlit. 

Hie total amount of Myopia (including the cylinder) shall 
not exceed — 4 .0015. The total amount of Hypcrmetropia 
(including the cylinder) shall not exceed T-4.00D. 

(e) Field of Vision . — The field of vision shall he tested 
in respect of all services by the confrontation method. When 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results, the field 
of vision should be determined on the perimeter. 

(f) Niplit Blindness . — Broadly there are two types of night 
blindness; (I) as a result of vit. A deficiency and (2) as 
a result of Organic disease of Retina — a common cause being 
Retinitis pigmentosa. Tn ( 1 ) the fundus is normal, generally 
seen in younger, age group and ill nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. A. Tn (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition, Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category For both (1) and (2). dark adaptation 
lest will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus 
is not involved elcvtro-Retino-gruphv is required to he done. 
Both these tests (dark adaptation and rctinography) are time- 
consuming and require specialized set up. arid equipment; and 
thus are not possible as a routine test in a medical check 
up Because of these technical considerations, it is for the 
Ministry /Department to indicate if these tests for night blind- 
ness are required to he done This will depend upon Ihe 
job requirement and nature of duties to he performed bv 
the prospective Government employees.

for the services concerned with the safety of the Public 
the higher grude of colour vision is essential but for other’ 
the lower grade of colour vision should be considered sufli- 
eicnl. 

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitute recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
while colours, The use of Tshihpra’s plates, shown in good 
light, and a suitable lantern like Edrigde Green's shall be 
considered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
either of the two tests may ordinarily be considered suffi- 
cient, in respect of the services concerned with road, rail and 
air tiaflie, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In 
doubtful eases where a candidate fails to qualify when tested 
by only one of the two tests, both the tests should be em- 
ployed. 

Ill) Ocular conditions other than visual acquits— 

(i) Any organic disease or a progressive refractive error, 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity, should 
he considered a disqualification, 

(ii) .Squint,— As the presence of binocular vision is essen- 
tial, squint, even if the visuul acuity in each eye is of the 
prescribed standard, should be considered a disqualification. 

(iii) One eye . — The medical board may recommend one 
eyed persons for appointment to Class 1 & Class Ti posts if it 
is satLsfied that he can perform all the functions for tho parti- 
cular job for which ho is a candidate provided further that 
the visual acuity in tho functioning C yo is 6/6 for distance 
vision and 0.6 for neur vision and the refractive error is not 
more than plus or minus 4.00 D and the fundus of the func- 
tioning eye should reveal no abnormality. This relaxation in 
viyuiil standards will be applicable lo only otic-cyed persons in 
view of their disability and not to persons with binoculai 
vision. 

(i) Contact Lenses , — During the medical examination of a 
candidate, the use of contact lenses is not to be allowed. It 
is nceessury that when conducting eye test the illumination of 
the type letters for distant vision should have an Illumination 
ot 15 foot-candles. 

7. Blood Pressure, 

The Bourd will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the average 
is about 100 plus the age. 

( ii ) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N-B- — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before giving 
their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or other- 
wise.. The hospitalization report should indicate whether the 
i ise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to excite- 
menl etc. or whether il is due to any organic disease, lit all 
such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as 
a routine. 1 he final decision as to the fitness or otherwise of 
a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical Board only.

tion ol the cull, (Sometimes, as the curt: is deflated sounds 
are heard at a certain level; they may disappear as prcssine 
tails and reappear at a still lower level. This ‘Silent Gap’ 
may cause error in readings), 

ti. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded . Where a Medical 
Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the usual 
chemical tests the Board will proceed with the examination 
with all ils olher aspects ana will also specially note any 
signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes, If except for the 
glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness requited they may pass the can- 
didate “lit subject to the Glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations, 
clinical and laboratory, he considers necessary including a 
standard Mood sugur tolerance test and will submit his 
opinion lo the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “tit" or “unfit”. The candidate 
will not he required to appear in person before the Board 
on the second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication 
it may be necessary to retain a candidate for several days 
in hospital, under strict supervision. 

U. A woman candidate who us a result of tests is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be 
declared temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She 
should be re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement, subject to the production of a 
medical certificate *of fitness I torn a registered medical 
practitioner. 

10. The following additional points should be observed— 

(a) that Ihe candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
thal there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case it 
is defective the candidate should be got examined by 
the cur specialist. Provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
that account provided he/she has no progressive 
disease in the car, 

(h) lliat his/her speech is without impediment; 

(e) that his/her lecths are in good order thal he/she 
is provided with dentures whore necessary for effec- 
tive mastication (well filled teeth will be considered 
as sound). 

(d) that Ihe chest is well formed and his chest expansion 
sufficient; and that his heart and lungs arc sound; 

• el that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

( 0 that be is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose, veins or piles; 
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(h) that his limbs, hands und feet are well formed and 

developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
of all his joints. 

(i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(J) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(k) that he does not bear traces or acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 
(in) that lie is free from communicable disease. 

I I . Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certi- 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient per- 
formance of the duties which will be required of the candi- 
date. 

Note, — Candidates arc wurned that there is tio right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appoint- 
ed to determine their fitness for the above posts, If, however, 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of un error of judgment in the decision 
of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a second Board, Such evidence should be submitted 
within one month of the date of the communication in which 
the decision of the first Medical Board is communicated to 
the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judgment 
in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will not be 
tuken into consideration unless it contains a note by the medi- 
cal practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been given 
in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has already 
been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical Board, 

Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner ; — 

1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, 
of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily in- 
firmity unfitting him, or likely to unfit him for that 
service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in- 
volves tho future as well as the present and that one 
of the muin objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec- 
tive service, and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases, is 
found to interfere with continuous effective service, 

A lady doctor will be co-opted us a member of the Medi- 
cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to bo 
examined. 

The report of the medical board should be treated as 
confidential. 

In cases where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidates in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

lit cases where, a Medical Board consider that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 


service cun be cured by treatment (medical or sur- 
gical) a statement to that effect should bo recorded 
by the Medical Board. There is no objection to a 
candidate being informed of the Board’s opinion to 
this effect by the appointing authority and when a 
euro has been effected it will be open to the autho- 
rity concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared 'Tem- 
porarily Unfit the period specified for re-examina- 
tion should not ordinarily exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period those candidates should not be declared tem- 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final decision 
in regard to their fitness for appointment <_>r other- 
wise should be given.
